In an editorial reprinted last week, the Fort Erie 
Times Review expressed the opinion that the taxpayers* 

defence dollars are "not being spent to advantage". 

The opinion was reached by comparing defence "expen- 
ditures by Canada and Denmark in the three-year 

period 1951-54. . 

Canada will spend $5.4 billion on defence while 
Denmark will spend only $384. Denmark will then 
have 225,000 men in her active forces, compared to 
Canada's 170,000, the Times Review pointed out It is 
entirely unfair to 'take these figures to support a con- 
clusion that we are not getting value for our money. 
The Times Review does make allowance for the fact 
that Canada is sending military aid to other NATO 
countries but insists that the taxpayers' dollars are being 
dissipated, even after these allowances are made. 

The figures obviously prove nothing of the sort. 

What they do show is that Canada's defence costs more 
than Denmark's enlistment of manpower. The defence 
of Canada naturally would cost more; look at the maps 
of both countries. And how many fighter planes is 
Denmark building or planning to build? How many 
ships will it have at the end of 1954? While Canada 
will have fewer men in its armed forces than Denmark 
by the end of 1954, it will have contributed 12 squadrons 
of jet fighters and 52 ships to NATO, besides increas- 
ing its air force and navy for its own defence at home. 

The number of men in the armed forces proves 
nothing in the cost argument. To defend the vast 
northern reaches of Canada, fighter planes are required. 
Cost of one new jet plane is many times greater than 
the cost of a World War II type fighter. Canada is 
planning a chain of radar stations along its northern 
lands, a continent wide. The number of ships will be 
increased in the navy. Canada is producing planes and 
gearing for production of more; she is manufacturing 
other military equipment, probably on a far greater 
scale than Denmark. 

It would seem that critics of Canada's defence 
efforts are jumping to conclusions with a careless lack 
of thought. What is more likely, they are purposely 
trying to twist the facts appropriately for the political 
conditioning exercises to come; in tho hopes that the 
public will be naive enough to believe them. 
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millions by 2000, Some see twice' as many cars in a 

few years, and we hope twice as niany roads for them 

to run on. 'And rapidly increasing metals consumption, 

greatly unproved technology, the industrial use of atomic 

power, are certain to come. 

Today there is one half as inuch again in real* in- 
come to be spent by every Canadian as there was in 1939. 

The years ahead, indeed in the lifetime of many 
now living, should see us doubling and tripling that 1939 
level of our well-being. The result: more Canadians, 
with much more to spend. 

An American researcher taking a similar look at 
his own country's economy, says that the vitality* sta- 
mina and potentialities of the U.S. have been grossly 
underestimated in the past, that many "are seemingly 
so busy looking for hidden weaknesses that they persist 
in overlooking the obvious strengths." 

The same applies to Canada. 

We have been too modest in our hopes for this 
country's future. Too often, Canadian business has 

been pulling in its horns, at the very time when the 
records of the past and the promise for the future call 
for bold decisive action, to ride on with Canada's pro- 
gress.

t . some figuring. There is only 
one reasonable excuse for 
edible oils as substitutes for 
dairy products and that is the 
inability of the dairy industry 
to produce the necessary items 
■at reasonable cost. Since this 

.;; is not the case then there is no 
more excuse (or allowing these 

■ substitutes than there is for 
. : using 'charcoal generators on 

cars Instead of gasoline. 

The question is, who is going 
, to be the referee in this argu- 
ment? But before we can even 
ask for a decision, we must do 
some educating in our own 
..ranks. It seems to us that the 
point that is very often missed 
In this whole scheme is the 



quality angle. 

We are a nation of quality- 
conscious people. We have to 
have the best and wc are edu- 
cated to want the best. We 
don't get excited about a pro- 
duct because it is cheap but we 
will get very happy if it is 
good. 

Wrapping and packaging is 
our main fad and only those 
who have seen the dullness and 
drabness of an old country 
■grocery store can appreciate 
the color and brilliance of a 
modern chain store. The ques- 
tion is, why is it not used 
more to sell dairy products? 

Shortening and margarine 
are sold in attractive and col- 
orful boxes. Butter is sold the 
way it was sold for years. 
Very little of it is even sold 
with that little trick of show- 
ing on the wrapper how much, 
for example, a cup or an 
ounce would be so it could be 
tut 'easier. 

Here is one point that we 
should strive for. We may not 
out-advertise margarine; we 
haven't the money. But we 
could help, maybe, by laugh- 
ing it off the market. Sure 
there is margarine, but who 
wants it? Could butter be 
served in restaurants more at- 
tractively than a few water- 
soaked pats that one always 
suspects of having been hand- 
led in an unappetizing way? 

Having reduced the question 

of substitutes to its proper 
level, let us now go to the gov- 
ernment and say we can sup- 
ply this country, supply it well, 
and if we get the assurance 
that it will stay our job to 
do this, we will produce with 
long term planning, efficiently.

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Many a saint has been disturb- 
ed by the trials and burdens of 
life. So often they have won- 
dered If God has forgotten to 
care. The road is so steep; the 
valley is so deep; the. storms of 
life ere so strong. Day in and 
day out tribulations are on every 
hand and we are prone to cry 
with the Psalmist, "How long, 
Lord, how long?" 

I am reminded of a story that 
I heard long ago. A man was 
one day In his garden and no- 
ticed a cocoon that was just be- 
ginning to twist and quiver. As 
he watched entranced, he saw a 

lovely moth begin to emerge. It 

struggled and struggled and bat- 
tled against the walls of its 
prison. Hurrying indoors he se- 
cured a pair of sharp scissors.

It is ex- 
pected the value of Canada's to- 
tal national production in 1953 
will equal the 1052 peak of $22 
and a half billion. This all in- 
dicates a strong market for Can- 
ada's foodstuffs. 

Meat prices which have been 
slipping during the last few 
months will likely decline a 
little in 1953.

Price Support 

There has been pretty gen- 
eral appreciation of the Cana- 
dian government's price support 
policy for Canadian livestock.

Thanks to the Canadian price 
support program, our farmers 
are selling livestock at the high- 
est prloes obtaining In any coun- 
try in the world. 

There is some criticism from 
opposition speakers who claim 
we have lost the British market. 
The plain facts are that it is not 
a case of having lost the British 
markets but rather that we 

cannot afford to sell at present

Department of Trade and 
Commerce figures given out this 
week show the following prices 
being paid by Britain for agri- 
cultural produce: 

The price of bacon in Den- 
mark and Holland where Bri- 
tain is making extensive purch- 
ases is 30 to 32 cents per lb. In 
Canada it is 36 cents per lb. 
Britain buys top quality New 
Zealand beef at a price of 14 
cents and while Argentine 
prices are still under negotiation 
the asking price for all Argen- 
tine beef is less than 19 cents. 
The Canadian prices are good, 
average 44 cents, commercial av- 
erage 42 cents, cows average 38 
cents. 

Britain buys butter in New 
Zealand at less than 38 cents, 
and in Holland for 40 cents. The 
Canadian price is 62 cents. 

Comparative prices for eggs as 
at mid-September were: Aus- 
tralia 52 cents, Denmark 46 

cents, Canada 61 cents per doz.

Speaking at the November 
meeting of the Newmarket Hart* 
Cultural society, Leonard Butt, 
commercial grower of gladiolus 
outlined the proper cultivation of 
this flower. The following Is 
Mr. Butt's advice to Glad, grow* 

ers: -'* = 

First dry off the corms as rap- 
idly as possible in the fall after 
you have dug ihc glads. Pitt 
them in shallow containers such 
as fish flats or six quart baskets. 

In the *2&s glads didn't have 
too many diseases and could be 
treated roughly. Today, glads 
need careful handling. Seventy* 
five to 80 degrees temperature 
for about three weeks Is Ideal. 

Stir the glads occasionally to do a second batch of bulbs. 
allow any damp spots to dry> planting 
The furnace room is good for 
this, or the bedroom. If you can 
get away with it. 

After this normal treatment, 
they are ready to clean. The 
best time is when the old bulbs 
pulls off clean without injuring 
the new bulb or bulblets.

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Storage rot is very common 
in the fall. One can have this 
problem with storage diseases In 
damp fall particularly. Fungus 
diseases enter the bulb if the soil 
is wet through the base between 
the old and new bulb. Find fun- 
gus before the bulbs are cleaned. 

Perhaps in cleaning, cause a 
wound in the base of corm when 
separating and cleaning glads. 
Keep warm and dry until base 
has had time to heat over. By 
the same token, when taking 
husks off, you might form a 
wound at the top of the corm. 
This would be a good place for 
disease to enter. There is an in- 
crease in diseases when the fall 
Is cool and damp. 

Fifty degrees is best for stor- 
ing. Keep bulbs thoroughly dust- 
ed with DDT or some funguside 
such as Spergon if you are aller- 
gic to DDT. Derus dust Is good 
in such cases. We used to keep 
bulbs at 30 to 40 degrees. Now 
we realize that that was too 
cold. 

' Don't remove husks when re- 
moving old bulbs. This will de- 
hydrate the bulb. Dip in para- 
wax if any of the husks are acci- 
dentally removed. If you see 
any scab, dip In some funguside. 

When you see black specks all 
over them or big black areas all 
over the bulb, try to remove with 
a. knife. If you can't remove* 
till it looks clean underneath, 
discard. Don't risk infecting 
soil and all your glads by using 
these infected ones. 
Virus 

No one has satisfactorily ex- 
plained what virus is. When we 
grow glads from seedlings we 
have no virus. Virus infection 
dwarfs a plant and gives it a 
mottled flower. Pull up and 
discard any like this. Two or 
three with virus infection, If loft 
with other glads, will infect half 
of them by the next year and 100 
per cent the second year. 
Selection 

Glads are a very rewarding 
flov/er. You don't have to pay a 
lot of money to get started in 
this field. First try for a col- 
lection of good standard glads. 
Renew your stock regularly. 
Large bulbs bloom first and big 
bulbs can he divided into two, 
if one is very careful to get one- 
half of the root with each side. 

Reliable glads for any garden 
include: white, Leading Lady, 
Silver Wing, Florence Nighlin- 
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Remove the husks from the 
bulbs a couple of weeks before 
planting. Most of the commer- 
cial growers leave that top part 
on as irrotection. Home garden- 
ers usually clean it all off. 
Plant glads five to six inches 
deep. If you want giant spikes. 
give lots of room. Don't plant 
more than two bulbs to the foot 
and have the rows about 24 to 
30 inches apart. Glads are best 
in the open. They don't seera 
to do so well in the shade of 
trees. 

We don't recommend the use 
of commercial fertilizer under 
the bulbs. It might come in 



contact with them. It must be 
at least two inches below them, 
We recommend a top' dressing 
with fertilizer. We use a band. 
of fertilizer about six inches on 
each side of the row. in which 
the bulbs arc planted. One can 
use nitrate of soda when spikes 
show. 

Spray for thrip all druing the 
season. U you want to, you can 
use a foliage-adder in the spray. 
This will add at least six 
inches to a plant. 
Showing Glads 

When cutting glads for a show, 
the proportion should be two- 
fifths below the lower flower 
and three-fifths abo vo. This Is 
the standard accepted and rec- 
ommended for the North Am- 
erican and Canadian Gladiolus 
societies. If you are not certain 
about cutting glads, check with 
the old timers in the district 

Try to get your glads to the 
show with as many florets open 
as possible without the bottom 
ones being faded. It is permis- 
sible to remove one or two bot- 
tom florets if they are faded. If 
left on, the entry will be penal- 
ized. Leave as cool as possible 
if trying to save an early bloom- 
er for the show. In the States, 
most big exhibitors have their 
own refrigeration for storing 
their glads. Ideal temperature 
is 50 degrees and humidity 95. 
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The sixth and final lecture of 
"Nursing in A-B-C Warfare", as 
given to York County Nurses* 
Association, had Miss Mary Mar- 
shall Meade, a graduate of St. 
Bartholomew's, of London, Eng., 
lecture on "Nursing Goals in A- 
B-C Warfare". 

The film shown was "Survival 
under Atomic Attack" and many 
nurses expressed the hope it 
could be seen by all the people 
of Canada, to give them an idea 
of what to do if an A-bomb is 
ever dropped in this couniry. 

Miss Tunney, president of the 
association, took charge to sug- 
gest that a Civil Defense com- 
mittee for the nurses of the dis- 
trict be set up. Members of the 
committee named were: Miss 
Thomas, superintendent of the 
York County hospital; Miss Ver- 
na Smythe, head of nursing staff 
of York Health Unit; Mrs. Bos- 
worth, Newmarket; Mrs. Morris, 
Aurora; Mrs. Sheppard, Sutton. 

Miss Meade, in her talk, point- 
ed out that mass disaster could 
be in peacetime as well as war; 
that the importance of an organ- 
ization is to know how to pro- 
ceed at such time. She said she 
hoped the civil defense organiz- 
ation would be also for peace- 
time uses, so that what ideas 
are learned as a preparation for 
war can be used at home. She 
urged the nurses to utilize 
knov/ledge from the course and 
to try to interest others in the 
idea of civil defense prepared- 
ness, stressing it is a good idea 
to prepare for the worst, which 
may never happen. 

The film, "Survival", showed 
how a family can prepare a 
place of safety in case of rjtomic 
attack, preferably using a cellar, 
with a stock of canned foods, 
fresh v/aler, flashlights, blan- 
kets and other necessities, ready 
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at one moment's notice and take 
to the prepared shelter. 

The film showed what to do if 
a person is caught in the open 
at time of an atomic attack and 
not near any prepared shelter. 
A doorway was shown as a lo- 
gical place; else merely throw 
one's body to the ground, beside 
a curb or some solid, face in 
arms, and a coat, if possible, giv- 
ing protection to the head, hop- 
ing in all cases that large pieces 
of debris do not fall upon you. 

The class of nurses was broken 
up in several discussion groups 
and a question on the course 
handed to each group to discuss 
and write out ideas. The whole 
class studied ideas of each 
group. 

Further films, lectures and 
practical demonstrations will be 
shown or given at monthly 
meetings of the York County 
Nurses' association, to be car- 
ried out to help the nurses fur- 
ther their understanding of the 
subject.

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When tirst fteginnlng to write, 
I -was warned "Beware superla- 
tivea!" How well I have heeded 
this through the years, I can 
hardty say, but in writing of the 
Canadian Concert Association of 
Newmarket's program of Decem- 
ber 2, I am going to treat this 
warning with the contempt it 
deserves and use all the su- 
perlatives I care to usel 

From their effective opening 
to their ghostly finale, the Song- 
men held their audience in a de- 
lightful reciprocity of giving and 
receiving enjoyment. 

Very effective was David 
Ouchtcrlony's magpie effect of 
black and white against the 
dove grey and black of his 
Songmen, but more effective was 
his art in drawing from them 
the music which carried us 

away "on wings * of song." 

.The first group of songs gave 

us a chance to realize the splen- 
did balance of tone, its flexi- 
bility, precision and its capabili- 
ties of taking listeners with the 
singers, whether they were 
hunting, passing by or rolling 
down to Rio. 

Their next group of songs 
touched a chord which never 
fails to vibrate, for the pathos 
which is the negro heritage from 
years of slavery, the humor 
which survived it and the simple 
piety which pervades all spir- 
ituals, have an appeal peculiar 
to themselves. 

In his folk songs, Mr. Ouch- 
terlong included one of Scotland 
which was not on the program 
but which was given because 
he had been accused of neglect- 
ing that nation. The interpre- 
tation of these folk songs was 
an intriguing bit of work. It is 
a strange thing that from lands 
so close together, should come 
songs differing so widely. 

The English folk songs have a 
madrigal quality which seemed 
to be peculiar to "Merrie Eng- 
land"; the Scots have the pahtos 
and loneliness of the highland 
hills in their composition, while 
the Irish have the devil-may- 
care attitude that seems able to 
triumph over all their heart 
burnings. 

It says much for a conductor 
that he can play on the emotions 
of his singers and draw forth 
the response in mood and tone 
color which gave this program 
its appeal for every listener, wit- 
iness the applause! 

In their last group, the Song- 
men gave delightful color to 
Mexican, Czech and Jamaican 
songs. I suppose it is trite to 
say that we all do well what we 
like to do and no one could lis- 
ten to David Ouchterlony and 
his Songmen and doubt for a 
moment that they loved to sing. 
It colored their expression, vocal 
and facial, and in no time it 
drew the audience into the 
warmth and glow of this love. 

We basked in it and like so 
many Oliver Twists, kept asking 
for more, more. And now the 
curtains close but the memory of 
the sweet sounds lingers still. 

The charming young golden- 
gowned pianist, Dorothy John- 
son, appeared twice on the pro- 
gram* first in four numbers by 

Chopin, then in three by Deb- 
ussy. 

In the first Chopin number, 
"Trols Ecossais", Miss Johnston 
did not show her fine technique 
and interpretative ability, but in 
the Nocturne in C sharp minor, 
the flowing quality became ap- 
parent and in the Etudes Op. 24, 
no. J, and Op, 10, No. 12, there 



was a sureness of touch and a 
brilliancy of execution that de- 
lighted her hearers. 

... j. . 

The first Debussy numbers 
were descriptive in character 
and were finely interpreted. The 
Toccato brilliantly climaxed 
Miss Johnson's part of the pro- 
gram. She responded gracefully 
to an encore. It is delightful to 
realize how brightly these young 
artists shine in the musical sky. 

After the concert was over 
the artists were entertained by 
the choir of Trinity United 
church. Over coffee and de- 
lightful confections, we made the 

acquaintance of the performers. 

Needless to say, this was a 
pleasure, for according to Ar- 
chie's and my experience, true 
artists are the kindliest people 
in the world and so for an hour, 

pleasure reigned supreme, then 
home and to bed.

praise of the critics but not the 
general favor of the reading pub- 
lic. Royalties on his books were 
small and life became increasing- 
ly difficult for a. man who in a 
few years was to become acclaim- 
ed as one of the greatest masters 
of the English language. 

■ ; H was at n moment of deep, dis- 
tress thai he asked a Folkestone 
grocer for credit on a few sup- 
plies. .

As I see it, the committee on 

health, carrying a heavy re- 
sponsibility in educating the 

public ha* done competent work 

in many localities. Dental and 

physical rtwfc-ups under the 

supervision of a school nurse arc 

now a must in most centres. 

Toxoids are systematically ad- 
ministered where necessary, un- 
der medical supervision, thus 

cutting down the absentee toll 

as well &b assuring of healthier, 

happier children. By this means 

of education future generations 
will have become so health con- 
scious as to consider such meas- 
ures routine and. the ultimate 
dividend will be difficult to com- 
pute In dollars and cents. 

Neither is mental health neg- 
lected. Charts are kept by 
teachers and school nurse col- 
laborating, so that psychologi- 
cal behaviour problems are not- 
ed and recorded. The parents 
are contacted for home assist- 
ance; they are helping to pre- 
vent serious trouble, which at a 
later date might require lengthy 
medical treatment. So by a cor- 
relation of effort, the home 
stressing the importance of pre- 
serving a happy, healthful,. well- 
formutated family life and the 
school teaching the necessity for 
analytic, clear-cut thinking on 
whatever mental level the child 
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Radio and visual aids being 
mentally palatable and con- 
trollable, present no great prob- 
lem. The benefits from televi- 
sion, films and radio, though 
leaving much to be desired, stUi 
outweigh their inadequacies. Our 
world, though similar in sire to 
its beginning, has dimensionally 
increased to our eyes and ears. 
World happenings are quickly 
brought to our very doorstep. 
Commentators and speakers of 
note daily give us their interna- 
tional viewpoint. 

The citizenship committee of 
home and school needs and does 
play a leading role at the pres- 
ent time. Awakening the pub- 
lic by means of organized dis- 
cussions, providing worth-while 
literature, and speakers on cur- 
rent topics all help in its pro- 
ject of education. And because 
education means gaining percep- 
tion, understanding and toler- 
ance, all are greatly needed in 



our fast-changing world. 

Members of the United Na- 
tions, whom we heard recently, 
made us very aware of our 
shortcomings in this respect. In- 
dividually we must train our- 
selves to think "big 1 * so that our 
perspective of educational and 
spiritual guidance will take in 
broader horizons. Our com*, 
munity return will be more ac- 
tively important wholesome and 
astute-thinking peopte. 

By this unification of thought 

and effort we can do much to 
offset subversive under-cunents 
determined to undermine our 
way of life. Our enemies who 
hark "Peace" from every vant- 
age point, hoping by their word- 
manoeuvring to lull us into 
thoughtless lethargy, while they 
go hopefully along their sub- 
versive way, will, we hope, 
scuttle away. We shall con- 
tinue to be optimistic in our be- 
vaviour but let us also be alert 

to infringements on our free 
policies. 

The importance of Home and 
School in a community is in di- 
rect ratio to the effort expended 

by each thinking citizen and co- 
operative effort should achieve 
the ultimate— world-wide Home 
and School.
